AFC Ewell will host Mer¬ 
ton Social at Meadowbank 
football ground to raise mon¬ 
ey for Chris Keogh, 27, to try 
and raise funds for a custom- 
made wheelchair. 

Chris was injured in a 
game against Merton Social, 
when he went up for a header 
and hurt his neck. 

After six hours of surgery 
and eight days in intensive 
care, doctors told Chris he 
may never walk again. 

He said on his go fund 
me page: “Whilst this came 
as devastating news, the 
support that I’ve had from 
my family, friends and the 
footballing community has 
helped turn tears of misery 
into joy when I needed it the 
most. Mentally I’m doing

well and are prepared for 
whatever the future holds.” 

Chris has ambitions to 
win gold at the 2024 Paralym¬ 
pics. He has received support 
from hundreds of people, 
including some in the pro¬ 
fessional game such as Jose 
Mourinho, Eden Hazard and 
Xavi. 


Chris was a striker at AFC 
Ewell, his team for six years, 
but dislocated his neck in 
three places after the freak 
accident on Saturday, April 
14. 

“The surgeon told me he’d 
never seen this type of inju¬ 
ry from football before,” said 
Chris. 


“The ball bounced up in 
the air, I went up to head it 
like I’d done so many times 
before, but I ended up on the 
ground and my body went 
into pins and needles all 
over. 

“I couldn’t feel the lower 
half of my body.” 

The hashtag #CK2024 on 


Chris’s go fund me page, 
which references his am¬ 
bition to compete in the 
2024 Paralympics, was 
set up following the acci¬ 
dent and has so far raised 
£34,985. 

The game will kick off 
at 2pm on Saturday, August 
12 .

A group of travellers has set 
up camp in Nonsuch Park, with 
several caravans having been 
spotted. 

The group made their way into 
the public space after gaining 
access through the London Road 
entrance on Tuesday evening, 
July 31. 

An Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council spokesman said the 


authority was aware of the 
unauthorised encampment and 
was going through the statutory 
processes. The travellers are 
understood to have moved 
from Cheam Park, with several 
traveller encampments reported 
across neighbouring Sutton last 
month, while Croydon Council 
has imposed an injunction across 
its borough. 

There were five incursions in 


Sutton over July - in Beddington, 
Cheam, Fairlands, Poulter, and 
Rosehill parks. 

Now Sutton Council is in talks 
with lawyers to try and enforce 
an injunction “as soon as 
possible”, according to leader Cllr 
Ruth Dombey. 

Some social media users have 
taken to Twitter to express their 
views after travellers were moved 


out of Cheam Park. 

In a tweet, Steve Clarke said: 
“Nonsuch Park and Cheam 
Park are parks for us to enjoy, 
such as walking the dogs and 
taking families there, as well 
as activities such as Nonsuch 
Parkrun. 

“Given regards of people’s 
feelings of the current situation, 
it needs to be sorted out.”

The latest artificial intelli¬ 
gence technology could help 
the Metropolitan Police Ser¬ 
vice “save up to £30 million 
and put an extra 545 police of¬ 
ficers on London’s streets”. 

That is according to Croy¬ 
don and Sutton’s London 
Assembly member Steve 
O’Connell in a new report pub¬ 
lished earlier this month. 

It looks into how using ar¬ 
tificial intelligence (AI) in 
policing the capital could “be 
the next step in Met reform” 
amid increased financial and 
resource pressures. 

He said: “AI has the poten¬ 
tial to revolutionise policing, 
perhaps even more so than the 
invention of the telephone or 
handheld radio. Introducing 
AI into policing will help solve 
many of the new and emerg¬ 
ing problems faced by the 
MPS. It gives them the ability 
to enter the big data age and 
stay ahead of criminals wish¬ 
ing to exploit emerging tech¬ 
nologies. With strong over¬ 
sight and the right expertise, 
we can see policing enter the 
modern age. The MPS needs to 
avoid implementing in a frag¬ 
mented manner, instead tak¬ 
ing a holistic approach.”

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Safety around parks to be 
improved with new lighting

Recreation grounds in Epsom 
and Ewell have been given the 
green light for improved lighting 
to be installed. 

The council agreed the £50,000 
expenditure at a Strategy & Re¬ 
sources Committee on Thursday, 
July 26. 

Court Recreation Ground in 
Epsom and Poole Road Recrea¬ 
tion Ground in Ewell will have 
their lighting improved. The new 
LED lighting will extend the use 
of the outdoor facilities over win¬ 
ter. 

Court Recreation Ground in¬ 
cludes an astro turf pitch, five 
football pitches, a bowling green, 
three tennis courts, an outdoor 
gym trail, a children’s play area 
and an area for older children. 

Poole Road Recreation Ground 
- also known as King George V 
Playing Fields - includes an ath¬ 
letics track, two football pitches, 
two tennis courts, a basketball 
court, a children’s play area, an 
area for older children and a mul¬ 


ti-use games area. The park also 
hosts a boxing club, a gymnastics 
club, a running club and an inclu¬ 
sive cycle group. 

Cllr Eber Kington, Chair of the 
Strategy & Resources Committee 
said: “It is important to maintain 
the quality of our outdoor sports 
and recreational facilities and if 
we encourage more people to use 
them for more hours in the day 
that adds to the wellbeing of our 
residents” 

As light pollution is a concern, 
a trial was undertaken at both 
sites to measure light levels, 
under guidance by Sport Eng¬ 
land regarding levels of light 
for football pitches and athletics 
tracks. 

Cllr Kington said: “Whilst in¬ 
creasing the use of these facili¬ 
ties, the introduction of the latest 
technology will also see a reduc¬ 
tion in both, light pollution and 
the running costs of lighting at 
both parks. 

“Improved lighting in these 
parks is another element of our 
policy to ensure our borough re¬ 
mains welcoming and safe, and 
any increased usage of the parks 
in the evening will add to that feel¬ 
ing of safety”.

Call to improve mental health services 


A Ewell councillor has called for support in im¬ 
proving the “meagre” mental health services in 
the borough, 

West Ewell Ward councillor Barry Nash, who is 
chairman of the community and wellbeing com¬ 
mittee has written to the chief executive of Surrey 
and Borders Partnership NHS Foundation Trust. 

In the letter Cllr Nash highlights that current 
mental health services in the NHS are no acces¬ 
sible, new provisions seem to have been shelved 
and there is an increasing need for mental health 
services for young people. 

Councillor Nash said: “While this council is not 
a decision maker on the future of the area’s health 
provision, we are democratically elected repre¬ 
sentatives of the borough and we do have to ensure 
the views of residents are heard. 


“The current mental health facilities for the 
area are disappointing, especially when the bor¬ 
ough has a strong legacy in the provision of men¬ 
tal health services. 

“The NHS has made considerable 
sums selling off land in Epsom which 
used to be mental health hospitals. 
“It is therefore unjustifiable that borough resi¬ 
dents have been left with the current meagre men¬ 
tal health amenities and the future for such provi¬ 
sion is unclear.” 

The Community and Wellbeing Committee 
has a stated intention to support and make rep¬ 
resentations to Surrey and Borders Partnership 
to establish a facility for people presenting in 
crisis with acute mental health needs within the 
borough.

An Epsom boxer will fight in 
his third professional fight 
later this year. 

Daniel Morley, 21, has been 
amateur boxing since the age 
of 14. After a few years at the 
amateur level, he made the 
foray into professional boxing, 
winning his first fight in the 
welterweight division. 

A postman by trade Daniel 
initially used boxing to learn 
some self-defence, he said: “I 
don’t really have a family his¬ 
tory of boxing, my grandad 
had one professional fight but 
apart from that no one in my 
family has boxed.

bad at it and just kept boxing. 
I had 16 amateur fights there 
before moving to a club in Mit¬ 
cham. On Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 29, Daniel will fight in his 
third professional bout at York 
Hall in Bethnal Green. After 
winning is first two he is hop¬ 
ing to carry on the good form 
in his third fight. 

While he doesn’t know his 
opponent yet, Daniel has re¬ 
iterated the importance of 
training hard for every fight. 
He said: “I won my first fights 
on points, they were extremely 
tough. I did get a knockdown 
in my second fight, but both 
the fighters were tough oppo¬ 


sition. I don’t really look much 
into my opposition, I just train 
my hardest and leave every¬ 
thing in the ring and go in ex¬ 
pecting a hard fight. 

“While the fundamentals 
are the same, amateur box¬ 
ing and professional boxing 
are two very different sports. 
I guess they can be compared 
to the differences in Rugby 
League and Union. 

“In amateur boxing, you 
fight three rounds, wear a 
headguard and softer cloves. 
Its more based on points than 
trying to get a knockout. 

The gloves are a bit thin¬ 
ner, you feel the punches more 
and you fight to 12 rounds. 
“The training is very different 
for both, but professional box¬ 
ing suits my aggressive style 
more. If I compared myself to 
a fighter, it would be Gennady 
Golovkin. People have said 
they see some of him in my 
fighting. 

“He is a lovely guy out of the 
ring but an extremely aggres¬ 
sive fighter, who entertains.” 

His third professional fight 
takes place at York Hall in 
Bethnal Green on September

Court: Woman claims ex-husband failed to pay rent on property 

Mum feared eviction’

A mother of three says her 
businessman ex-husband has 
failed to pay rent and private 
school fees and should be 
jailed for contempt of court. 

Melanie Olu-Williams on 
Tuesday told a High Court 
judge that trying to get money 
out of Oscar Olu-Williams was 
“like getting blood out of a 
stone”. 

She told Mr Justice Wil¬ 
liams that Mr Olu-Williams 
had “failed to carry out” court 
orders and undertakings and 
should be committed to prison. 

The judge heard that Mr 
Olu-Williams, who is in his six¬ 
ties, and Miss Olu-Williams, 
who is in her fifties, divorced 
four years ago after a 16-year 
marriage. 

He was told that they had 
lived in a house worth more 
than £4.5 million in Fulham. 

Miss Olu-Williams said Mr 
Olu-Williams had failed to pay 
rent on the new home, near 
Epsom, where she lived with 
their children. 

She said he owed more than 
£7,000 and she had feared evic¬ 


tion. 

Mr Olu-Williams, who has 
been given legal aid to pay for 
lawyers, said his ex-wife’s “en¬ 
forcement strategy” was an 
“abuse of process”. 

He says his business income 
had been “sporadic and incon¬ 


sistent” since the 2008 “credit 
crunch” and says it is a “can’t 
pay”, not a “won’t pay”, case. 

Mr Justice Williams is ana¬ 
lysing Miss Olu-Williams’s 
“committal to prison” applica¬ 
tion at a public hearing in the 
Family Division of the High 


Court in London. 

He is expected to deliver a 
ruling later this week. 

Miss Olu-Williams said he 
had also failed to pay private 
school fees. 

She said school authorities 
“went after” her as a result 


and at one stage her car had 
been seized. “He promises to 
pay when we are in court and 
then when we leave court eve¬ 
rything changes,” she said. 

“It’s like trying to get blood 
out of a stone with this man.” 

She told the judge: “You 
wouldn’t like to see my bank 
account because there’s noth¬ 
ing in it.” 

Another judge had analysed 
preliminary issues in the case 
at a High Court hearing in 
London in February. 

A barrister representing 
Miss Olu-Williams had told 
that hearing that Mr Olu Wil¬ 
liams was “a highly intelligent 
and sophisticated business¬ 
man” who was a “serial de¬ 
faulter”. 

Mr Olu-Williams disputes 
his wife’s allegations. A bar¬ 
rister representing him told 
Mr Justice Williams that 
the application should be 
dismissed.“(Miss Olu-Wil- 
liams’s) entire enforcement 
strategy is abuse of process,” 
said Michael Horton. 

“Where he is in breach of 
orders or provisions to pay 
money, it is because he is un¬ 
able to pay” 

Mr Horton added: “This is 
a ‘can’t pay’, not a ‘won’t pay’, 
case.”

My wife shopped in Superdrug, I spent 
some money on DIY in Wilkinson, we had a 
drink and meal in Wetherspoons and all-in- 
all contributed nearly £100 to the local

When you leave the theatre you have to 
join a queue of around 20 people, I think I’m 
right when I say that the payment machine 
nearest to the theatre does NOT give change? 

We had parked on the second level but 
before we could access the first exit slope 
traffic had come to a standstill, so we waited, 
and we waited, I turned off my engine... and 
we waited.

didn’t see what had happened. Very slowly 
we made our way to the exit, this is where the 
fun really starts.

ANT-MAN AND THE WASP (12A): Earlier this summer, 
larger-than-life characters from across the Marvel Com¬ 
ics galaxy united to combat the threat of the mighty Tha- 
nos in the superhero showdown, Avengers: Infinity War. 
However, one miniature crimefighter - wisecracking cat 
burglar Scott Lang (Paul Rudd) - was notable by his ab¬ 
sence from the pyrotechnic-laden combat. Peyton Reed’s 
crowd-pleasing sequel neatly explains Lang’s no-show 
against Thanos with a high-octane blast of rip-roaring en¬ 
tertainment, which dizzies and delights in equal measure. 
Adopting a more intimate style of storytelling, Ant-Man 
And The Wasp choreographs a series of outrageous 
set-pieces without losing the broad humour or tender 
emotion that made the original 2015 film a sizeable hit. 
Notably, this is Marvel’s first action-packed feature with a 
female superhero proudly name-checked in the title and 
Evangeline Lilly’s airborne assassin dominates the bruis¬ 
ing fight sequences when she isn’t catalysing molten on¬ 
screen chemistry with Rudd’s reluctant saviour. 

TEEN TITANS GO! TO THE MOVIES (PG): The long- 
running animated TV series Teen Titans Go!, a tongue- 
in-cheek spin-off from the DC Comics universe, makes 
its big screen debut with a grin-inducing flourish thanks 
to co-directors Peter Rida Michail and Aaron Horvath. 
Teen Titans Go! To The Movies pokes gentle fun at the 
glut of superhero films, which clog up multiplexes and 
earnestly expand the mythologies of well-known charac¬ 
ters torn from the pages of comic books. A nimble script, 
co-written by the TV series’ creators Michael Jelenic and 
Horvath, takes aim at predictable targets: The avoidable 
tragedies in superheroes’ pasts, Stan Lee’s obligatory 
cameos, that instantly forgettable Green Lantern film star¬ 
ring Ryan Reynolds. Most of the punchlines elicit knowing 
giggles as a perfunctory plot sermonises the importance 
of teamwork and self-sacrifice to younger audiences. 
Fleeting verbal gags, including a spoof of the Marvel 
Comics flip book title sequence, are complemented by 
knowing, self-referential dialogue that gleefully draws at¬ 
tention to the film’s own shortcomings including a big 
reveal about the identity of the chief villain. 

MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE - FALLOUT (12A): In 1996, 
when Tom Cruise accepted his mission to revamp the 


classic 1960s TV series, it’s unlikely he envisioned that 
he would still be breaking sweat as gung-ho IMF agent 
Ethan Hunt more than two decades later. Life is full of 
surprises and few are as sweet or exhilarating as Mis¬ 
sion: Impossible - Fallout. The sixth and arguably best 
instalment of the globe-trotting franchise welcomes back 
writer-director Christopher McQuarrie, Oscar-winning 
screenwriter of The Usual Suspects, for a suspenseful 
thriller that unravels tangled narrative threads from the 
2015 film, Rogue Nation. While other blockbusters rely 
heavily on digital trickery, Fallout places its most expen¬ 
sive special effect - its leading man - in almost every 
adrenaline-pumping shot. Cruise performs his own death- 
defying stunts, including riding a motorcycle without a 
helmet at high speed against the flow of traffic around the 
Arc de Triomphe, piloting a helicopter during a stomach- 
churning 360 degree downward spiral, and freefall jump¬ 
ing at 25,000ft from an aircraft travelling at 165mph. IMF’s 
communications might self-destruct after five seconds 
but Cruise grimly and gallantly endures. 

HOTEL TRANSYLVANIA 3: A MONSTER VACATION 
(U): Towards the gently effervescent conclusion of direc¬ 
tor Genndy Tartakovsky’s computer-animated sequel, a 
DJ attempts to break the evil spell that has enslaved a 
kraken by blasting out Bobby McFerrin’s upbeat anthem 
Don’t Worry, Be Happy. The infectious, chart-topping hit 
should play throughout Hotel Transylvania 3: A Monster 
Vacation, which doesn’t worry about character develop¬ 
ment or a coherent plot and is blissfully happy to set sail 
for predictable laughs in foreign climes. Humour in this 
third chapter, co-written by Tartakovsky and Michael Mc- 
Cullers, is decidedly long in the vampire’s tooth as Dracu- 
la (Adam Sandler) dips his immortal toes into the perilous 
world of right- and left-swiping potential love matches. Vo¬ 
cal performances search in vain for big laughs amidst the 
sugary sentiment and a final reel reveal is telegraphed 
far in advance. 

MAMMA MIA! HERE WE GO AGAIN (PG): Ol Parker’s 
sequel to the feel-great Abba jukebox musical Mamma 
Mia! doesn’t quite achieve the same intoxicating sense of 
nostalgia-drenched delirium. In a sing-off with The Great¬ 
est Showman, this bittersweet return to the sun-kissed 


Greek island of Kalokairi comes off second best to the 
razzle-dazzle of Hugh Jackman and his kaleidoscopic 
circus of melodic misfits. However, when all is said and 
done, Parker’s film is hard-wired to entertain, with a 
comforting recipe of glossy song and dance numbers, 
saucy humour, simmering romance and Oscar winner 
Meryl Streep ripping the hearts out of chests as she 
mines the raw emotion of Benny Andersson and Bjorn 
Ulvaeus’s lyrics. The addition of Cher as Streep’s impec¬ 
cably coiffed mother is a masterstroke. From the moment 
we hear the thrum of the chart-topping diva’s private 
helicopter approaching Kalokairi, Parker’s film cranks up 
the volume on our pleasure to 11 and blows the roof off 
the taverna with her rapturous interpretation of Fernando 
with fellow newcomer Andy Garcia. These final 15-20 
minutes, when the full cast is reunited on the island idyll, 
are on the money, money, money. 

HOTEL ARTEMIS (15): Style confidently trumps sub¬ 


stance in Drew Pearce’s intriguing dystopian thriller 
about a secret membership-only hospital for the criminal 
fraternity. Set during a sweltering summer of civil unrest 
in futuristic Los Angeles, Hotel Artemis dazzles with ex¬ 
pertly choreographed fight sequences and pithy one- 
liners. The writer-director is aided by a mesmerising lead 
performance from Jodie Foster as the agoraphobic clini¬ 
cian in charge of the hospital, who has spent 22 tortur¬ 
ous years within its cracked walls and self-medicates to 
numb the pain of her devastating loss. Grungy production 
design is enhanced by South Korean cinematographer 
Chung-hoon Chung, who revels in the decaying grandeur 
of the central location. Foster’s searing performance is 
complemented by the bristling menace of Dave Bau¬ 
tista as an orderly, who threatens “to unheal” anyone 
who breaks the hospital’s bond of confidentiality. The 
promised prescription of thrills and spills delivers only a 
fleeting high.

Once you know the amount of 
deposit you’ll need, make a plan to reach this goal. 

Be realistic about how much you can afford. Regular 
saving is more effective than relying on irregular 
one-off sums. How long it will take depends on how 
much you can afford to set aside each month. 

HELP TO BUY: Do you have at least a 5% deposit? 
The government’s Help to Buy scheme makes it 
possible to buy a new or existing home even if you’ve 
only got a small deposit. With Help to Buy there are 
two options available: equity loans and mortgage 
guarantees. Equity loans are only available if you 
are buying a newly built home. You can borrow 20% 
of the purchase price interest-free for the first five 
years as long as you have a 5% deposit. Mortgage 
guarantees are available for new and old properties 
across the UK. The government will cover part of any 
losses your lender may sustain if the mortgage is not 
repaid. There are limits on the cost of the property 
you can buy using both of these schemes, which 
differ across the UK. Read more in the Money Advice 
Service’s guide to Help to Buy. 

HELP TO BUY ISAS: The Help to Buy ISA scheme 
(which launched in December 2015) is designed to 
help first-time buyers save up for a deposit for their 
home. This scheme means the government will top 
up your savings by 25%. That means that for every 
£200 you save the government will give you £50. 

The most the government will contribute is £3,000, 
so the most you can save in a Help to Buy ISA 


is £12,000. The minimum you need to save to qualify is 
£1,600, which would give you a £400 bonus. Help to Buy 
ISAs are available to each first-time buyer, not each house. 
So if you’re buying a property with someone else, you can 
get up to £6,000 towards your deposit. 

SHARED OWNERSHIP: Shared ownership is a cross 
between renting and buying, aimed mainly at first-time 
buyers. You buy a share of a home from the landlord and 
rent the part you don’t own at a reduced rate. The landlord in 
this case is usually your local council or housing association. 
Shared ownership schemes are designed to help people 
who don’t earn enough to buy a home outright. People aged 
55 and over and people with long-term disabilities can also 
apply. You will have to take out a mortgage to pay for your 
share, which is between 25% and 75% of the home’s value. 
You then pay a reduced rent on the share you don’t own. 

You have the option later on to buy a bigger share of the 
property - up to 100% - when you can afford to. 

RIGHT TO BUY/RIGHT TO ACQUIRE: Right to Buy lets 
council tenants who qualify buy their council home at a 


reduced rate. The size of the discount varies depending on 
where you live and the type of property you want to buy. 
Tenants normally need to have rented from their local council 
or housing association for three years before they qualify. 

The three years can be non-consecutive. Right to Acquire 
is a scheme offered in England and Wales for housing 
association tenants who don’t qualify for Right to Buy. The 
discounts are slightly smaller. The Money Advice Service has 
more information on ‘Right to Buy’ and ‘Right to Acquire’. 
GUARANTOR MORTGAGE: If you’re lucky enough to 
have parents, relatives or friends who can help, you may be 
able to get a guarantor mortgage. This means that they’re 
responsible for covering your mortgage repayments if you’re 
unable to meet them. These kind of mortgages come with 
risks, though. The guarantor is liable for the loan if you 
default and start missing payments. This could affect both of 
your credit scores. This is one area where it helps to talk to a 
professional. A mortgage broker will be able to tell you which 
lenders offer guarantor mortgages and the implications of 
becoming a guarantor. 


BUYING WITH FRIENDS OR FAMILY MEMBERS: Buying 
with a friend of family member is becoming more popular 
as UK house prices continue to soar. The benefits of doing 
this include sharing the deposit, mortgage repayments 
and maintenance costs. You can also consider a larger 
mortgage than you would otherwise be able to. Sharing 
ownership does come with potential risks, though. There 
could be financial complications if one party pays more of 
the deposit than the other. There is also the possibility of 
disputes further down the road. Both parties need to think 
hard about the pros and cons before entering into this 
arrangement. But if care is taken to ensure that all parties 
are happy and agreements are watertight, you’ll have an 
investment that increases in value. This article is provided 
by the Money Advice Service.

TEMPORARY PROHIBITION OF WAITING 
ORDER 2018 

SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL (“THE COUNCIL”) 
PROPOSE TO MAKE the above mentioned 
Temporary Order, under Section 14(1) and 15(2) 
of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 (“The 
Act”). The effect of which is to temporarily prohibit 
vehicles from waiting at any time in that length of 
Court Lane (D2169) Epsom as extends from its 
junction with West Hill to a point in-line with the 
northernmost boundary of the property known as 
The Sidings. 

This Order is required because works are being 
or are proposed to be executed on or near the 
said road, namely construction development 
works to be carried out by Zestan Ltd and is 
anticipated to be completed by 6 January 2020, 
but the Order, which will commence on 5 
September 2018, will remain in operation in any 
event until such time as all the relevant works 
have been completed, when it will be revoked by 
a further Order to be made by the Council at that 
time. The temporary restrictions will only operate 
when the relevant traffic signs are displayed. 
Exemptions are provided in respect of the 
temporary waiting restrictions to permit vehicles 
to wait in order to pick up and set down 
passengers, to load and unload goods, to carry 
out essential services and works or when used 
by local authorities in pursuance of statutory 
powers or duties and for furniture removals.

respect of anything done with the permission or 
at the direction of a police constable in uniform 
or of a civil enforcement officer will apply when 
the temporary waiting restriction is in force. 

SOUTH STREET (A24) EPSOM 
TEMPORARY PROHIBITION OF STOPPING 
ORDER 2018 

SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL PROPOSE TO 
MAKE the above mentioned Temporary Order, 
under Section 14(1) and 14(7) of the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984, the effect of which is to 
temporarily:- 

(a) prohibit all vehicles from stopping or remaining 
at rest at any time in that length of South Street 
(A24) Epsom as extends from its junction with 
Ashley Avenue to its junction with West Street;
